Big Party Rally To-morrow Hold Policy of Sane Im- 
perialism the Key Note 



The Conservatives of McGill will 
hold a big rally tomorrow at seven 
o'clock in Strathcona Hall. Premier 
MacNaughton wilt anno n:e his com- 
plete slate of ministers and commis- 
sioners. As the material at his dis- 
posal is large and versatile, it is 
not surprising that the Premier has 
experienced no small difficulty in 
choosing his cabinet colleagues for 
the second session of the McOill 
Parliament, Those who remember 

the incidents which contributed to 
the downfall of the Liberals in the 
last session, will look forward with 
more than ordinary pleasure to the 
renewal of hostilities at an early 
date. Reciprocity was debated at 
great length and finally defeated. 
The Liberals Na\al Policy was also 
looked upon with disfavor. The de- 
bates on this question were of an 
unusually high order. The naval 
question will probably be revived and 
this time positive» legislation will 
come from the Conservative ranks. 
It will be interesting: to watch the 
progress of events. The Government 
will be a strong one in every respect 
but the opposition will be a worthy 
opponent at all times. 

The Co:is»rvative party at McGill 
stands for great principles of prac- 
tical imperialism which are quite 
consistent with the enjoyment of a 
due amoi nt of autonomy. Premier 
MacNaughton and his cabinet are 
already at work on a naval policy 
which will prove a hard nut for the 
Opposition to crack. The advent of 
the Conservative party will be the 
signal for' nn-wed activities along 
all lines that contribute' to the up- 
building of an enduring fabric of em- 
pire.
